Proposal 


New Inquiry 


Rejected 


London, Feb. 5. 


Mr Duncan Sandys in his first speech as 
Minister of Defence, strongly denied in the House 
of Commons late last night that Egyptian casual- 
ties in Port Said were probably 3,000. 

He also rejected a Labour opposition demand 


for another inquiry. 


“No inquiry,” Mr Sandys 
sald, “coukd have been more 
thorough, painstaking and im- 
partial than that made by Sir 
Edwin Herbert. 

“dt is new also 
another inquiry.” 

An inquiry now, he udded, 
would be far less reHable than 
that conducted by Sir Edwin 
Herber, within a few weeks of 
the operation and = before the 
troops taking part dispersed. 

Mr George Wigy, a ‘Labour 
member and one time army 
colonel had asked: 

“Why did not the government 
set up machinery which would 
efficlently operate to cheek the 
civillun casualties as they ove 
curreg so that they could be 
absolutely certaln what the 
casualties were and the damage 
amounted to?" He = declared 
that it was a major British 
interest to establish the facts, 
even though jit was late in the 
day. 

Tt was obvious, he said, that 
outside Britaln in the American 
and continental press all sorts 
of mumours were golng round 
aboul the figures. 

REPRIMANDED 

A Conservative member. 
Brigadier ‘T. H, Clarke, inter- 
jected: “For seven years you 
have masqueraded as an honour- 
able und gallant gentleman. 
Tonight, are you trying to help 
Britain or are you not?" 

The Speaker (Mr W. S, Morri- 

son) told Brigadier Clarke: “You 
have no right to suggest that 
another member is masqucrad- 
ing." ‘ 
: Grigadier Clarke replicd: 
“Mr Wigg seems to have joined 
the Swedish or the Norweglan 
urmy" (an apparent reference to 
the fact that another Labour 
member, Dr Edith Summerskill, 
sald she described herself as 
Norwegian in Port Sald because 
she was ashamed to admit being 
Britlsh), 

Mr Wigs said: "I have never 
masqucraded as the honou-abic 
und gallant member. I would be 
quite content with the rank of 
private, J] have never used my 
militery rank in the House,” 

He added that he belleved 
that three thousunds was about 
the right figure and the govern- 
mast should have nothing to 
tear from an inquiry. 

SANDYS CHEERED 

Mr Sandys was cheered by 
government supporters when he 
rose to make hls first speech as 
Defence Minister, — 

He recalled that on November 
14, Mr Antony Head, his pre- 
decessor, said he estimated 
Egyptian casualtics, clvitlan and 
military in Port Said as 100 
killed and 540 wounded, 

These estimates were given 
him by the Commander-in- 
Chief ond on ‘November 21 he 
repeated the estimate as, the best 
he had. 

In view of conflicting rumours, 
Slr Walter Monckton, then 
Paymaster-Gencral, went to 
Port Said at the end of Novem- 
ber and reported his conclusion 
on December 5 that the number 
killed might execed ‘100, 

If they turned out to be three 
hundred he would not be sur- 
prised but If they turned out to 
be 1,000 or more he would be 
surprised, 

Mr Sandys added that because

Mr Yu sald that the only 
evidenc¢ on record connecting 
the appellant with the case was 
that on a manifest obtained by 
a_Tevenue officer from the ship. 
The name of Lams Trading 
Company of which appellant 
was the manager opptared on 
it, That ¢vidence was no 
evidence against the apptllant 
and certainly insufficient evid- 
ence to warrant conviction, 
Counsel submitted.

Dealing with the manifest, Mr 
Yu submitted that st was 
evidence aguinst the owner or 
master of the ship, but was not 
evidence against the owner of 
the goods.
